The Snow asa Pest Breeder. 
From the New York Herald. 

The recent heavy snow fall over the 
try from the lakes to New England and 
thence southward to Virginia creates a de- 
mandfor extraordinary sanitary measures 
without delay. The fall on the seaboard has 
been oneofthe heaviest reported, and it 
is now so late in the season it cannot be ex- 
pscted to melt and run off the soil at once. 
It will doubtless be followed by a cold 
wave which will preserve it as the 
basis for othersnow accumulations. Rigidly 
conducted comparisons between the weather 
conditions and the ensuing mortality in large 
cities have shown conclusively that cold moist 
weather is aceompanied witha high death 
rate from diphtheria, measles, rheumatism 
and heart diseases, and when to the spell of 
cold, moist weatber there succeeds a rise of 
temperature with dampness, scarlet fever 
and related diseases abound. The continued 
alaiming spread and malignancy of dipbthe- 
ria will probably be intensified within the 
next ten days, because the soil 
of tbe earth saturated with moisture being 
under the snow mantie will but tardilv give 
up its moisture, so that the atmosphere will 
be damp and chilly for some time, perhaps all 
winter. The obvious remedy is extraordinary 
precaution to remove toe snow from all 
places where drainage is defective. Tae 
emergency is sufficient to justify almost any 
expense likelyto attend the thorough cleans- 
ing of streets, alleys and courts from tue 
‘*beautiful’’ but baneful snow. If this is not 
speedily done we shall soon hear of fresh out- 
breaks of the diphtheria plague, with the 
added evils of epidemic measles.

OUR BOOK COLUMN. 


Endymion. 

The presses of the Appletons, the Har - 
pers and the Seaside Library have been 
grinding out Endymion until certainly every 
readerin the country is provided with a 
copy. The book has met with an enormous 
sale not alone in Engiand but among all Eng- 
lish- speaking peoples; it has already been 
translated into German and French, an Ital- 
ian edition is announced and a Spanish trans- 
lation is being made. Probably no book has 
ever been so eagerly snapped up dy the pub- 
lie, probably no book ever met 
with such instant and enormous success. 


Certainly thelfact tbat a book with se little in 
it should do what this book has done, is a 
unique episode in the history of the English 
literature. 

The Earl of. Beaconsfield has been a phe- 
nomevally successful man. He has fought his 
way against obstacles that were all but 1osur- 
mountable to the proudest position whicha 
British subject can attain. Born of an ob- 


without influence, Benjamin. Disraeli has 
made ene of the best figuts with fortune of 
which there is authentic record. Religated 
to private life after being Prime Minister 
of England, a Knight of the Garter, 
the warm personal friend of the Queen, a 
peer and a wealthy man, the Earl of beacons- 
field, bas given to the world a book which the 
world tbhankfuily took, unopened, asthe re- 
corded and garnered experience of the most 
successful man of the day. 

There is something in a unique success like 
this which attracts attention, and surely a 
book which he would put forth as the cap 
sheaf of his literary life must have something 
in it which the world wants to see. So,as we 
have said, the book has been sold, everybody 
bas read it and is now digesting it, 
if such a thing is capabie of digestion. 
And whata book itis. Fromthe illuminated 
cover with Eudymion, by the Earl of Bea- 
constield,”’ biazoned upon a blue field over a 
shiold and garter to the 477, the page with its 
announcement the end.“ a more tawdry 
bit of literature was never capsuled intoa 
trusting public. The author revels inthe 
impossible, he plays with his readers. He 
knows What was expected of him, and like 
an ignis fatuus he lures the reader on from 
page to page with tue falsely shining hope 
that soon he will begin to shed that subli- 
mated wisdom that carried Benjamin Dis- 


araeli into the Congress of Berlin out 
of bis humble youth. Disappointment 


marks every page and every chapter. If 
Endymion contains the lesson of Beacons- 
tield’s life then the lessonis this: To be suc- 
cessful in life, to be Prime Minister of Eng- 
land, it is not necessary to be of goodand dis- 
posing mind, it is not necessary to be strong 
intellectually, it only needs that one should 
have female friends with long pocket-books. 
It only needs that one should have friends to 
push one up, and friends to hold one up; it 
is always friends and again friends. Itis 
never the man himself that achieves success. 
He is coddied ana petted and pitch-forked ou 
of one good piace into a 
better one. Women go wild over 
Endymion asd Endymion realizes upon 
their affection inthe solid and substantial 
products of the three per cents. 

The tesson taught, if there is a lesson 
taught, is that-itis better to be born lucky 
than sick. And after ali perhaps this is the 
lesson of Disraeli’s life. There is little in 
his eareer to prove the contrary. He has filled 
many great trusts, he has wielded the des- 
tinies of the greatest empire upon the face 
of the earth, and vet all of his achievements 
have been glitteriog mediocrities. The treaty 
of Berlin, the crowning diplomatic even: of 
his life, is not a piece of great statesman- 
ship for Eugland. The Eastern 
question was laid by it. as a housewife lays 
dust with tea leaves, but the dust is rising 
again. Beaconsfield made a happy phrase 
about it, he brought home „peace with 
honor:” buttbe common sense of Eugland 
rejected him and his little phrase as soon as 
it had opportunity and has busied itself ever 
since in undoing what he has done. 

Perbaps after all he was only lucky and 
Endymion is really an autobiography, and 
in this connection one can only recali the 
homespun saving It’s a fool for luck. 

Endymion begins as England was settling 
down after the iaying of the Napoleonig 
phantom. Three generations of the Ferrars 
are first comfortably disposed of before we 
meet Endymion—which, by the way, is pro- 
nounced exactly as it is written, and not as 
some comparatively well-informed people 
voice, Endymine—and his sister Myra, who 
are twins. Hudymtion is avery weakx-minded 
youtb, to whom Myra’s oflice in the story is 
to furnish mental back-bone. Myra marries 
with great judgment and ingenuity first Lord 
Palmerston and then Louis Napoleon. Both 
of which marriages are turoing points in 
Endymion’s life. Cardinal Manning is the 
victim of a bopeless passion for her, and her 
rejection of bim drives him into Rome. Lady

And yetthere is nothing in the 
politics which be spreads out which can not 
be found in much better and much fuller 
sbape in McCarthy’s History of our own 
Times.“ 

In character painting, even in caricaturing, 
the book is also a failure. Thackeray, for 
instance, is held up asa mean-spirited, curi- 
ous, ungrateful dog. This is simply a libel 
uponthe dead. Thackeray could not have 
produced à character like Clive Newcome 
unless he, too, was a gentleman and 
a good fellow. And it is queer 
that every other person who knew Thackeray 
united in testifying to his graceful his beauti- 
ful nature, and only D’israeli should gibbet 
bim in one ofthe most satisfactory novels 
ever written. . 

And yet no one who begins the book, in 
spite of ail its faults, will be satisfied until it 
is finished.

many presents of jewelry from Harbeck, on 
some of which are stamped her initials—C. 
H. Ile repeatedly gave her checks drawn to 
the order of Mrs. C. Harbeck, and he took 
her to the bank and introduced and identi- 
ned her as his wife. She has many letters 
from him, ali addressedto Mrs. C. Harbeck, 
and in them be always speaks of her as his 
wife. At all the leading dry goods stores 
and in some of the grocery stores she kept 
accounts as Mrs. Harbeck. She gives the 
following account of the trouble which led to 
the separation from Harbeck: About two 
years since,“ she says, a school friend of 
my sister’s, who had known my sister from 
childhood, came to visit me at my house on 
VF ifty-fifth street, at my request. Her name 
is Kate Hammel. After stopping with us 
about two weeks she returned to Philadel- 
phia, and I saw nothing of her until about a 
year ago, When she told me a pitiful story of 
how lonesome she was, how sick she had 
been and how hard she had worked as a tele- 
graph operator and claimed that she had lost 
her position in consequence of the telegraph 
companies consolidating.

She asked me if I could not get 
her some position as companion to some wid- 
ower : nu his daughter until she co ald improve 
herself. IJ asked heron to my house, and 
she remained with us a week. She then re- 
turned to Philadelphia, and wrote to me ask- 
ing about Saratoga, and finally she went to 
Saratoga and boarded opposite where my hus- 
band and I resided. Isecured her a position 
at the house of Mr. O'Donnell, and she lived 
in New York city as companion for his 
daugbter. There she met my husband, and 
by her wiles, schemes and machinations, suc- 
ceeced in ingratiating herself in his good 
graces. She succeeded in estranging him 
from me, and weaning his loveand affection 
from me, and hercunning resultedin my hus- 
band being entrapped intoan illegal marriage 
with Kate Hammel, which took place last 
June, in this city. Ihave left Harbeck, and 
for the past few months lived at home with 
my mother in Philadelphia having left said 
Ila: beck immediately after his marriage with 
said Kate Hammel. Harbeck sends me 
monthiy the sum of $78 and the interest on 
five 81.000 bonds of the Chicago, St. Paul 
and Minneapolis Railway. Bevond this 
sum Jam witheut means to conduct the pros- 
ecution of the action I have commenced. My 
husband is a man of extreme wealth, good 
position, and, from what he has informed 
me and from what I know from the extrava- 
vant manner in which we have lived together 
for the past ten years, he 1s a millionoire. 
Our household expenses have averaged $1,000 
a month, and he never spends the interest of 
bis fortune. For the past ten years Mr. Har- 
beck has retired from business, and has de- 
voted himself simply to the enjoyment of 
his life. I have been harrassed, annoyed ana 
ibreatened with trouble if J insisted on my 
rights; but respect for myself, my mother, 
Sisters and brother, and ali the people who 
have learned to know me since I became 
Mrs. Harbeck, and in vindication of my le- 
vilimate st nuivg beſo the world as true and 
lawful witeofJchn H. Harbeck, ia which 
relation I have existed for over ten years 
past, cause me to appeal tothe court for pro- 
iection and justice.“ 

Mr. Harbeck, in answer, denie® ever hav- 
ing uttered words imolying a marriage con- 
tract with the plsintiff. Mr. Lowis Frobish- 
er, an artist, makes aflidavit that on one o- 
casion the plaintiff told him she was worried 
because she was not married to Mr. Harbeck, 
who, she said. bad fallen in love with a 
young lady at Saratoga and had ordered her 
(tbe plaintiff) put ofthe house. Mr. Sauls- 
bury swore that once, when at the Saratoga 
races, the plaintiff! said to him that all the 
women about ber were happy because they 
were married, and that she was unhappy be- 
cause she was not married. The case will 
probably reach a speedy decision. 


Colorado as a Sanitarium. 
From the New York Times. 


A great deal has been said about the cli- 
mate of Colorado, concerning which, as a san- 
itarium, many and often contradictory, opin- 
ionsare held. It certainly affects persons, 
especially invalids, very differently. But 
nearly everybody who goes there loses flesh, 
the average loss being about one-eighth. In 
the course of a season 2 200-pound man will 
be reduced to 175 pounds, which is ascribed 
to the altitude, the dry, light atmosphere 

the scarcity of vegetation, and the increased 
quantity of oxygen Consuming the tissues 
and taxing the vital functions much more 
than at lower altitudes. The reduetion of 
flesb is usually proportioned to the 
height of the place. The proportion 
given is at Denver, about a mile above the 
sea. At Leadville, which is two miles above 
the sea, the reduction is commonly one-sixth 
or one-seventh, and more rapid than at Den- 
ver. At Leadville diseases of the lungs, par- 
ticularly pneumonia, frequently declare them- 
selves, and nearly One-third of all the cases 
prove fatal. Very few dogs, except hounds, 
can live there, and the atmosphere is destruc - 
ive tocats. At Denver, however, those ani- 
mals seem to get on very comfortably. Never- 
theless, both men and animals lose strength 
there and elsewhere. They lose much of the 
muscular power they have in the East, and 
they cannot endure so much hard work as 
they can here. Eight hours of continuous 
labor is felt as much there as ten hours in the 


East or South, and with laborers, when 
tired, lassitude and drowsiness su- 
pervene. Brain work is even more 


exhausting than physical work, as has been 
repeatedly experienced by lawyers, clergy- 
men, journalists and students of every sort. 
Their nerves are specially acted upon, and 
exceeding irritability is the result of any 


continued effort. 
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old residents. An acclimating process ap- 
pears to be required; but even after that the 
mental and powers are not there 
what they are in other parts of the country. 
Whether Colorado is or is not desirable for 
invalids remains an open question. Doubtless 
many immigrant consumptives have been 
killed quicker there than if they had remain. 
ed at home. Thousands of ae who go to 
Colorado contract dry catarrk, which, when 
they leave the State, is converted into con- 
sumption. The climate generally is very far 
from safe, and ina great many cases post- 
tively injurious. 


UNION PACIFIC BRIBERY. 


G. Francis Traip, the Friend of Gar. 
eld, Makes Disclosures. ~ 


From the New York Sun, 28d. 


Here is only the text book of a strange story 
for many years locked up:

of 1864, bought Duff Green’s Pennsylvania

Durant, the chief director, manager, presi- 
dent and cash keeper of this great enterprise, 
was my guest forten years at my Madison 
avenue residence, I certainly ought to know 
what I am talking about when speaking of 
Credit Mobilier. 

My children had $100,000 of Credit Mobdilier 
stock as collateral for a $50,000 cash loan in 
18€5. This was part of the $100,000 gold paid 
me by McHenry through Citizen Barlow for 
building the Atlantic and Great Western, 
when Sir Morton Peto had that $15,000 ban- 
quet at Delmonico’s—property which Jay 
Gould, Dilon & Co. have tried through the 
courts, without success, to make valueless. 
They also owe me two and a half per cent on 
$40,000,000, or $1,000,000 commission, which 
I allow to accumulate and compound during 
my psycbo-evolution, now rapidly coming to 
a bead. Tom Scott also owes me $500,000 on 
Kansas Pacitic, but with peanuts at five cents

When I gave away half offOmaha City, six 
thousand lots prospectively worth }),000 each, 
or $30,000,000 in all, I prevented my children 
from cutiirg me up ina probate court, to see 
which part was most rotten, and prolonged 
mv own life.

rentals, while my sons earn tbeir living in 
Kountze’s bank, instead of driving four-in- 
hapds, sailing yachts, and dying in clubs at 
thirty. 

It is time for Demoorats to claim credit for 
saving the Union Pacific—that gigantic enter- 


prise where labor got ninety millions of the 


bundred millions spent. The Republican 
party did its best through Thad. Stevens, 
Garfieid & Co.—who were striking for stamps 
—to kill the project. I saved it through my 
personal friends, not one of whom was known 
10 Purant, who was werking for Republican 
support. A gallant band of Democrats back- 
ed me without receiving a dollar, a penny, 
or any expectation of reward; while half a 
miihon dollars went tothe other side, who 
tried to kill the bill in order to strike Durant 
for a million.

Bushnell au- 
cited the accounts. He was the cheekiest 
man on this continent, with the face of a 
saint. Ilike Bushnell; he lived off Durant 
from the time he built monitors! McComb 
disputed this account because Durant would 
not give him some Credit Mobilier stock | 
had promised. Hence the exposure and the 
downfall of Colfax, Bingham, Patterson,.

Vou remember the Harlan 3 10,000 
‘‘loan,’’ the Frank Blair $25,000 check, as 
Government commissions’ ‘They were all 
pensioned. 

‘*Long’’ Stuart was the go-between from 
Durant to the Thad Stevens Garfieid-Grab-all 
Ring. For Durant, H. C. Crane s‘gned checks 
which were given to Stuart. (Seecheck books 
U. T. and C. M.) Stuart, you know, was deaf 
and dumb. He didn’t know anybody or any- 
thing. Hence, he was bastiled by Congress tn 
the Capitol Post Office, where he lived on eu- 
vus-backs and champagne paid for by Con- 
gress, who joined bim ina body at lunch at 
our expense! 

I wonder if Blaine would dare to tell me 
that he, or his uncles, cousins and aunts had 
nothing to do with Union Pacilic and Credit 
Mobilier? Why did he put Cox in the chair 
and go on the floor to speak when the Credit 
Mobilier Ring was to be shielded at any cost’

ANOTHER MURDER. 


A Locomotive Engineer Has His Throat 
Cutat Franklin, Mo. 


Early this mornirg word was received in St. 
Louis that a murder had occurred in Frank- 
lin, Mo., a little town abou 37 miles out on 
the Missouri Pacific. It was only kuown that 
one of the lecomotive engineers of the M. P. 
Railroad was killed and the circumstonces 
given very meager. Ajgl’OST-DISPATCH re- 
porter succeeded iu finding Charles Schultz, 
a brakeman on one of the trains 
which came in by Franklin this 
morning, and from him got full particulars of 
the murder. The whole town of Franklin, it 
seems, celebrated Christmas eve in the good 
old-fashioned way, and Henry Speers, a lo- 
comotive enginee: upon the Mo. l'. Railroad, 
discounted his Christmas largely in advance. 
There bad been several rows inthe town ale 
ready, when Speers became involved in an 
altercation with a negro named Andrew Beal. 
Speersandthe negro had several words to- 
gether, when suddenly the darkey was seen 
to draw a razor out of his bosom 


and slash Speers with it. The white man 
cried out for help and vainiy triedtoget a 
revolver out of his pocket. Afterstaggerinz 
for a second or two he fell to the ground. Tue 
negro as soon as he had done the cutting 
turned and fled out of town intothe brush. 
As the hour was late and the night very dark 
he easily made his escape. Speers was picked 


up and carried into a grocery 
store, where bis wounds were found 
to be of a very serious character. 


His throat was cut, the jugular vein being 
severed,and there were two or three bad cuts 
across the wind-plipe. At first it was thought 
that there was some hope for him. but we 
sank rapidiy from lossof blood and a little 
after one o’clock he died. 

Parties of citizens are to-day scouring the 
woods for Beal, who is supposed to be hiding 
in tbe Vicinity. If he is caught it is probable 
that no one will ever find out what became 
Of bim. The Chief of Police this morning re- 
ceived atelegram from Franklin describing 
tbe fugitive murderer as a negro five feet 
seven inches tall, smooth face, twentv years 
of age. and the police will be very apt to cap- 
ture him if be comes to St. Louis.

On the 
ourth floor they had nearly 1,200 bushels of 
wheat stored: this has been badly smoked 
and wet and will be a loss of about $1,200.

Bro., in the second floor of Nos. 16 and 18 
were preity thoroughly wet. Two cats owned 
by Slayback & Brethers were smothered by 
the dense smoke in the third story of that 
building, and this morning the dead felines 
were taken out.

It shows ata glanee 
the resultof those wonderful consolidations 
that have taken place with such amazing 
rapidity during the last two years. This 
map was drawn by a thoroughly 
competent workman under the instructions 
and directions of those who are thoroughly 
acquainted with the facts and may be taken 
as the only complete and reliable representa- 
tion of the kind vet published. As already 
stated, Mr. Gould began his distinguished 
railroad careerin the West by securing a 
hold on tbe Union Pacific, which, co-operat- 
ing with the Central Pacitic, made a line from 
Omaha to San Francisco. While it may 
be true that he has . withdrawa most of 
his interest in the Union Pacific and concen- 
trated it in bis Southwestern lines, it re- 
mains a fact that he is a member of its beard 
of directors and is working in harmony with 
it. More than this, Messrs. Sidney Dullon, 
Russell Sage andothers who are known to 
have very beavy interests inthe Union Pacitic 
are associated with Mr. Gould in many other 
roads and enterprises, and they may all be 
suid to belong to one combination. Mr. 
Gould also probably disposed of most of his 
stock inthe Wabash, St. Louis and Pacific 
long ago, but he was instrumental in organ- 
izing the line in its present shape, and it, as 
well as the Union Pacitic, is put down on the 
map as part of the Gould system of railroads. 
All the roads here represented work in har- 
mony, though they may not be directiy under 
the same management. Mr. Gould has play- 
ed a prominent part in them all during the past 
two years, and they are all under the control 
of what is termed the Gould syndicate.

of 1879 the Wabash andthe old Kansas City 
and Northern were united under the name of 
the Wabash, St. Louis and Pacific. Mr. 
Solon Humphreys plaved a prominent part 
in this consolidatiou. He and the firm of E. 
D. Morgan & Co., of New York Citv, were 
large owners of St. Louis, Kansas City and 
Northern stock, and were also largely inter- 
ested in tbe Wabash.

MR. SOLON HUMPHREYS. 


W hile be bas not tbe reputation of Mr.Gould 
us a railroad operator, he must be put down 
among the great railroad men of the time, aud 
itis especially agreeable to realize that his 
splendid abilities bave been largely devoted 
to the interests of St. Louis. Mr. Humphreys 
is a St. Louis man, although for convenience 
he makes his home in New York, and as long 
as tbe Wabashis under his management it 
may be put down as emphaticallv a St. Louis 
road. It bas long been the desire of 
Mr. Humpbreys to see the Mississippi 
River utilized as a great highwa for tue 
transportation Of grain from St. Louis to the 
sea. He was one of the warmest friends 
Capt. Eads bad in the construction of tne 
jetties at the mouth of the Mississippi, and 
bas labored faithfully since he became 
president of the Wabasnto have grain along 
bis lines seek St. Louis as a market and ex- 
port sbipping point. The Wabash passes 
through the greatest corn-growing region in 


the wor!d, and its friendliness to St. Louis is 
therefore a matter of verv great importance. 
As seen by the accompanying mio, 
it already embraces a perfect wil- 
derness of lines to the nortb, the northwest 
aud northeast of St. Louis. but it is the aim 
of S to extend it still more and 
make it still more tributary to St. Louis. 
One of his plans is to bring into his already 
extensive system the Iowa Central Railroad, 
which now connects with the Wabash at Ot- 
tumwa and which runs up through the center 
ofthe State to Mason City. Nearly all the oth- 
er lines in Iowa run east and are feeders of 


Chicago, and should the consolidation of 
the Iowa Central and Wabash 
be successfully carried out. the 


result will be one of great importance to the 
grain trade of St. Louis. 

But to return to Mr. Gould. The certili- 
cate of consolidation uniting the Wabash 
and the Kansas City and Northern was filed 
on the l6th of November, 1879, and onthe 
17th of the same month Mr. Gould purchas- 
ed outrightfrom Commodore C. K. Garrison 
the Missouri Pacific, and immediately se- 
cured a number of branches and connections 
e ix in all—and united them with the main 
line, making one of the strongest 
and most important combinations ever 
«effected in the West. This excited a vast 
amount of public interest and was the 
cause of a great deal of § specula- 
tion. Underthe reorganization of this road 
Mr. Gould became its president and holds 
that office at the presenttime.

beginning of Mr. Gould’s operations with 
St. Louis people and St. Louis interests. Th» 
Kansas Pacific, as will be readily 
remembered, had been built mainlv 
under the direction of St. Louis men, anil 
much of its original stock was held in this 
city. Among those who were prominent 1 
its early histor wi 2 — S. Greeley, S. M. 
‘dgell and Adolphus Meier. : 
ay ore the same time Mr. Gould began to 


buy heavily of Wabash stock and in the fal! 


through Southwest Miasouri to Arkansas. 
and another that is being built 
from Jefferson City, the State 
Capital, towards the Indian Territory. 

The great question then was, would his 
Western business stop here, or would it pass 
tbrough and make St. Louis s mere way 
station. Ap incident occurred soon after the 
purchase of the Missouri Pacific that 
was strongly indicative of Mr. 
Gould’s policy. At an informa! 
meeting between him and a large number of 
merchants in the president’s rooms ot the 
Missouri Pacific he made a shert speech in 
which be spoke of the splendid advantages of 
the Mississippi River, and expressed himself 
as being surprised that it was not more ex- 
tensively employed in the transportation of 
grain to the seaboard. The hint here drop- 
ped afterwards found its development in the 
organization of the St. Louis and New Or- 
Jeans Transportation Company. Mr. Web. 
M. Samuel, who was elected one of the direct- 
ors of tbe Missouri Pacific after the purchase 
by Mr. Gould, soon after the little speech 
above referred to was made, spoke to Mr. 
Gould about organizing an extensive barge 
line tooperate between St. Louis and New 
Oneans and to co-operate harmoniously with 
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tbe suggestion, and told Mr. Samuel to pro- 
ceed to organize the company and that his 
active co-operation could be depended upon. 
Among tbe St. Louis gentlemen who warmly 
seconded Mr. Samuel in his efforts were Jno. 


Jackson, A. „ Talmage, N. . 
Larimore, Jno. W. Larimore, Henry 
Loury and D. P. Slattery. The 
growth and usefulness of this 


enterprise will be dwelt on with some partic- 
ularity in another part of this article. 

The next important move of Mr. Gould was 
the organization of a construction company 
for the building of the Texas Pacitic Railroad, 
which bad been laboring along with a good 
deal of tediousness for a number 
of years, and for which Mr. Thomas Scott 
bad been trying for sometime to get Con- 
gressional aid. This construction company 
is now rapidly pushing the Texas and Pacitie 
forward, and will have the line from Shreve- 
port to San Francisco completed and in run- 
ning order within a comparatively short 
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time. Connection with the Southern Pacitic 
at El Taso, 300 tines west of Fort 
Worth. The Texas and Pacific was 


the first one of the Texas systems of roads 
secured by the Gould syndicate, and of course 
connections hadte be secured that we nid 
give an outlet to the north and north :st. 
This was obtained 01 the Ist of last Deccin- 
ber by the purchase of the M., K. and T., the 
particulars of which are still fresh inthe minds 
of the readers of the POST-DISPATCH. The 
M., K. and T. is now simply a part ofthe Mis- 
souri Pacific, and connects with that line at 
Sedalia. From that point it moves south- 
west to Parsons, Kas., where it has a branch 
running to Emporia and Junction City. It 
then changes iis course almost due soutb, 
taking in Vinita, Eufala. McAllister, Caddo 
and other important points in Indian Terri- 
tory, crossing the Red River at Denison, Tex- 
as, where it has twoimportant branches to 
Gaeenville andto Gainesville. It is now 
Gould’s intention to extend the line at once 
in a southerlv direcNon from Gainesville 


| 


through Fort Wortb, where the Texas Paci- 
fic is intersected, Austin, San Au- 
tonio, Laredo, where it crosses 
the Rio Grande into Mexico, 


and thence via Saltillo direct to the City of 
Mexico The charters forthe new extension, 
both through United States territory and 
through Mexican soil, have already been ob- 
tained, and there are four surveying parties 
now in the tield locating the line. It is Gould’s 
intention to build this road to the City of 
Mexico in as shortatime as possible, inor- 
der to get ahead of the Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fe’s Mexican Central extension. Work 
isto be commenced at four different points. 
and an immense force of men and animals 
willbe placed in the field. Steel rails for 500 
miles ot the road have already been pur- 
chased, and will be on the ground early next 
spring. These rails are all to be laid during 
next summer. 

So that the M., K. and T. not only gives an 
outlet north to the Texas and Pacific but also 
makes a line from St. Louis to Mexico. Soon 
after the purchase ofthe M., K. and T., the 
Gould syndicate obtained a controlling inter- 
est in the International and Great Northern 

tailroad, which runs from Texarkana to San 
Antonio, and no sooner had this been an- 
nounced than the announcement came out 
that Mr. Thomas Allen bad sold his 
stock in the Iron Mountain Railroad to 
the same combination. This transaction was 
closed only last week. It puts the Gould 
syndicate in control of

most important factor in the com- 
bination sought to be made, and was the last 
and most diflicult to obtain. A glance at the 
map will show bow prominenta part it plays 
in the route to the City of Mexieo and how 
necessary it is to Mr. Gould in carrying out 
bis gigantic scheme of building up a trade 
over rail between the North and the South, 
between different zones and different 
people, from St. Louis to the City of Mexico 
over the Iron Mountain and International 
and Great Northern. It is almost a direct 
line. Thi@ whole line will be completed in 
less than two years, and what was thought to 
be an extravagant dream will finda full 
realization.

And,asa means tending 
to the establishment of a reciprocal trade 
with Mexico,the American and MexicanCom- 
mercial Exchange, through the co-operation 
of Mexican merchants and producers, will

Wes’, not yet determined upon, a general 
devot for the introduction, exhi- 
bition and sale of the tropical and 


semi-tropical products of Mexico, with the 
view of making them better known in the 
great centers of population ofthe West, and 
opening for them a wider market in the 
United States. In this way it is confidently

Now comesthe interesting question, what 
jx the eflect of allthis vast combination of 
railroads practically under one harmonious 
management on the future of St. Louis.

MR. GOULD’S IDEA 
thatthe river oughtto be more iargely used 
in tbe transportation business is being 
carried into practical execution in a very en- 
coursgipg manner. There is also being built 
u grain elevator at Carondelet to co-operate 
with the Gould railways and the St. Louis 
and New Orleans Transportation Company, 
und under the impetus given the grain trade 
curing the past vear the St. Louis elevators 
bave greatly increased their capacity, and plans 
are now being drawn up for still another en- 
largement that will be suflicient to accom- 
modate 3,000, 000 bushels, in addition to the 
7,000,000 bushels that can be held here at the 
present time. The Carondelet elevator will 
bold 1,500,000 bushels, and the Belmont 
elevator will hold 500.000 bushels, the two 
holding 2,000,000 bushels. Itis safe to say 
that within another vear the grain trade of 
this city will have elevator room to the 
extent of 12,000,000 bushels at its disposal. 
Ilave the fears that some people had of the 
bad effect of Mr. Gouid’s railway consolida- 
tions on the grain trade of St. Louis and its 
business in general been realized’ ‘The faces 
speak for themselves and make answer that 
must be accepted as eutirely satisfactory. 
It is hardly probable that Mr. Jay Gould 
and his friends would have invested $590,100 
in ast.

JEFF DAVIS AGAIN. 


His Mississippi Home—How He Looks 
and Talks to a Northern Editor. 
Editorial Cor. Philadelphia Times. 


MISSISSIPPI CITY, Miss., December 16.— 
I write on the open veranda of the dilapidat- 
ed summer hotel that constitutes the most of 
the city. Beyond the bar-room across the 
way, bearing the inviting titie off the ‘‘Dew- 
drop,’’ and the little warehouse and station. 
the hotel is guiltléss of tenement associates: 
but the air is balmy as a Northern summer 
morning: the roses we weicome inJunearein 
full bloom along the broken fence that once 
made an inclosure about the resort of fugi- 
tives from Yellow Jack when he sways his 
deadly scepter in the Crescent City. A jour- 
ney through the South forthe study of the 
currents of opinion andthe present condi- 
tion and probable progress of the recon- 
structed States would be incomplete: with- 
out a visit to the one man who must stand in 
history as the front of the overthrown Con- 
federacy. 

In a forest of green live-oaks, richly laden 
orange trees and a profusion of vines and 
flowers, a large frame plantation house is pre- 
sented. Itisasingle story in height. and 
has the regulation pillars and broad varandas 
ot the aristocratic Southern mansion. There 
the ex-Confederate l'resident lives with his 
nephew, General Davis, and their joint fami- 
lies. The ex- Queen of the Confederate Court 
isa stout, motherly, cultured and genial 
woman, and a daughter,a stronzly marked 
copy ofher mother, possesses unusual at- 
tractions of both person and inteliect. The 
house is furnished with every regard for

comfort, as the well-worn easy chairs and 
lounges andthe ball parlor divans faithfully 
attest, and the walls are decorated with 
ancient paintings and modern bric-a-brac, 
while the wide chimney-place and capacious 


mantel tell how the cheerful pine 
fire sparkles when a chill or a stray 
frost silences the song of the 


mocking-bird and the bloodthirsty serenade 
ofthe mosquito. Soon after I had been 

oliiely bowed into the parior Jefferson 

avis entered alone, and his greeting was the 
cordial welcoine of the proverbial hospitality 
ot the South. I confess to disappointment in 
the general appearance of the man who 
stands in history to-day as the soldier-states- 
man without a country. Llexpected to find 
the strongly-marked traces of a grievouslv 
disappointed life, and severe civilitv and 
studied reticence in discussing all things of 
the past; but those who believe Jefferson 
Davis to be misanthropic in temperament and 
embittered against the Nation and the world, 
greatly misjudge him. Nor is he the broken 
invalid that he is generally regarded. 

His yet abundant locks and full beard are 
deeply silvered, and his face and frame are 
spare, as they always have been, but his step 
ts elastic und steady, and the hard lines of 
bis brow, which are so conspicuous in his 
pictures, are at once effaced when he enters 
into conversation. Instead of impressing 
the visitor as a political recluse who has no 
interest in tbe land to whose citizenship he 
will live and die a strauger, he at once in- 
vites the freedom of the planter’s home by 
chatting without reserve, save when his con- 
temporaries are likely to be criticised, when 
hesdroitly and pleasantly turns the disecus- 
sion into inoffensive channels. Ile is vet the 
man in all his convictions 
and purposes that made him the lead- 
er ofa causeless rebellion. He well under- 
stands that he cast the dic for empire or for 
failure tbat must make him alien to the coun- 
tryandthe woild,and that he lost; and he 
knows that he is to-day the most powerless 
of all meninthe land to retrieve the for- 
tunes of those who followed him to bereave- 
ment and sacrifice. He reads aright the in- 
exorable judgment that makes him execrated 
for the Confederacy, while his equally guilty 
subordinates bave been welcomed to the 
fatted calf. His Vice-President, who followed 
the slave empire afar off when doubt and 
darkness gathered about it, made haste to 
scramble over the ruins of the Confederacy 


which he seceded with Davis to aid in guid- 
ing rebellion. Two of his unnoted warriors 
have sat in Republican Cabinets: Lee’s ablest 
Lieutenant is the Republican Minister to 
Turkey; the man who 
the tirst regiment of volunteers to 
Charleston and who served as Confederate 
Senator until Appomattox became historie 
died asthe Republican Minister to Russia, 
and Senate. House andthe Washington de- 
partments swarm with men who were abreast 
with Jefferson Davis in every effort to dis- 
member the Republic, but Davis is the em- 
bodiment of humiliation while his fellows go 
in and out without displeasure. I heard no 


al!usion to or complaint of this injustice, but 
it is plainly evident that Davis entirely appre- 
ciales it, and that be believes he would not be 
consistent with himself and the grave respon- 
sibilities be assumed, however mistaken he 
may have been in assuming them, if he did 
not deliberately remain an alien tothe Gov- 
ernment that he more conspicuously than all 
others struggled to overthrow. He could not 
help the South or himself by seeking or ac- 
cepting restoration to citizenship, and he is 
wisely content with stubborn falth in the rec- 
titude of his lost cause.

Chamois and Black Cock Hunting 
Marriages Among Peasants. 
Corinthia (Austria) Cor. Chicago Times. 


Inthe secluded valleys of the Austrian 
Tyrol, as this region is sometimes called, the 
sports and recreations of the people are in 
strict accordance with the spirit of by-gone 
days which characterizes the stanch old race 
dwelling in the recesses of these almost inac- 
cessible mountains. Living in a country ly- 
ing between two of the lowest passes of the 
Alps, which formed the chief highways be- 
tween civilized Italy and rough Germany, and 
constantly crossed by victorious or defeated 
armies marching to or returning from Italy, 
they have preserved a sturdy, warlike spirit, 
fostered by their traditional and steadfast at- 
tachment to the ruling house of Hapsburg. The

THE HAUNTED BRIG. | 


It was on a beautiful moonlight night 
when we were in the tropics, »s I was hard 
and fast in the lee ofthe launch, very busy 
sleeping, that my person was saluted and my 
pap cut short by a kick from old Harry Wil- 
von, one of our quarter masters. Head your 
wind out of this,“ said he; you've watched 
the cableRiong enaugh; heaveand weigh. I 
dov’t care if I come to au anchor,” and so 
saying he took possession of my moorings; 
but as be carried too many cuns for me, bere 
was notbing to be said, ard I quietly sub- 
mitted, and prevailed on him to spin a 

arn. 

Tbe scene wus in complete keeping with 
the subject; the full, beautiful, tropical moon 
one in upclouded splenoor, and old Ocean 
lay outstretebed, basking in her effuigence, 
tulling bimself to sleep with his own eternal 
avthem, ‘*the moonlight music of the waves.“ 

Our ebip, as beautiful a sioop-of-war as 
ever caryied the stars and stripes to be wor- 
saiped snd feared by distant lands, was 
quiet!vy plowiog ber way through the almost 
unrumed surface of the deep. The wind 
was fair, though light, and our immense 
folds of spotiess canvas were spread before 
it, elistening in the moonbeams, and ever 
and anon erimsoned with the phoso»hore ic 
illummatiou of the ocean, so common in the 
tropics. . 

Hur decks were neatly silent: the sailors 
lay around in groups, dreaming, either sleep- 
ing or waking, of tuat happy home and ail its 
endearments to which we were rapidly has- 
tening; for, delightful truth! the sloop ot - 
war was ‘homeward bound.’’ Those“ ho 
live at bome at ease“ can form no estimate 
ot the delicious sensations caused by those 
two words, in the bosom of the poor sailor, 
farawayonthe deep. In cold or heat,in 
storm and tempest, ‘*homeward bound“ 1s 
the soother of all afflictions, the watchword 
of joy. The mau at the wheel, when reliev- 
ed, would say, IHler course is north, Jack; 
bomeward bound.’’ Such was the state of 
things on our desks, when old Wilson, hav- 
ing taken afresh quid, and worked up his 
reckouing, began his yarn. 

“It’s many years now since |} one day 
drifted along downto Pine street wharf, in 
New York,and saw there a Baltimore-built 
brig, called the ‘Rising Sun.’ She was as 
neut aud pretty a craft as an old tar would 
wish to clap eyes on—clinkerbuilt, black bull 
und pated ports, with long, heavy, raking 
masts. and black vards—sbe looked like a 
real clipper. Thinks I, that’s the stuff for 
trowsers: sol shipped aboardof her, and 
the next day we were at sea.

We turned 9 and slung the vard again 
and got cverything sung, and went on our 
course, but we didn’t feel easy; and one fei- 
low began to tell how he heard in Philadel- 
phia ofa brig called the Rising Sun, which 
was haunted. but be didn’t think iu \cw 
York that this was the one, and so said noth- 
ing. Well,we were talking and guessing

about it, Wen this same fellow, Starbourd | 


Tom, sung out, so sudden that we all jump 
ed op as if the brig was are. 1 sav, ship- 
mates, says he, II tell you how we'll know 
ifthisisthesamecraft. That Vhiladelpbia 
brig hada red spot on the deck of hec 
fo’castie, as big as a man’s head, close tothe 
stanchion, amidships.’ We all ran down 
jnto the castle, and here sure enougu, atthe 
foot of the midships-stanchion, was a dark 
red spot—a spot of blood! ‘Tom,’ says we, 
‘how came that there?“ 

„Why, [says he, *I] was told in Philadel- 
phia thatthe crew mutinized at sea, two or 
three years ago, and when the captain came 
down into the fo’castle to see a sick man, one 
of the ring leaders killed him with an ax, and 
the spots is where bis bead struck when he 
fell. The crew robbed the brig and left her, 
and she was picked up by a States man-of- 
war and taken ioto I'hiadelphia, and lay a 
long time at the wharf, and nobody would 
ship in ber. And. I ’spose, when the own- 
ers found they couldn't get any hands for her 
there, they sent her round to New York to 
moan her, and +o we're allsuckedin!’ I shall 
never forget how we all felt thut night. I 
ain't afraid of anything as long as Jem see 
it; but to be aboard a vessel that’s haunted! 
I can’t stand that. 

We went on for two or three days, ex- 
pecting that something more would happen, 

hen one day about dusk Carpenter went 

own into the fo’cast!e to get something out 
of his chest. He was a big, brave fellow, who 
didn’t care for anything, and had said ati 
along that he did not believe the brig was 
haunted at all. He had not been down there 
but apout tive winutes when we heard a lit- 
tle noise, as if a man was strangling and try- 
ing to call for help, and the next thing we

That night noone went into the 
fo’casile, but we a!l lay on deck in the ice of 
the long boat. Starpoard Tom had the first 
wheel in the middle watch, and al! the rest of 
us lav asleep forra’d. Tne second mite 
had the deck, and was leaning over 
the westber rail asleep, and the cxp- 
tain was below in the cabin. About three 
bells Tom thought he saw something moviug 
on the weather-gangway, walking fore and 
aft. like a man on watch, but as it was dark, 
be could not make out whatit was: so he 
stood watching, and as it grewplainer, it 
looked like a man dressed in white, and he 
was so scared that when it was four bells he 
did not dare to call his relief, but stood look- 
ing to see What would happen.

Everything on deck looked right, and she 
was going regular enough before the wind,

Jackets and shoes lay knocking 
about decks, as they always do.

THE ST. BERNARD DO. 


Death of Monk,“ the Finest Dog Ever 
Seen in This Country. 
New \ ork Special to the Cincinnati Gazette. 

„Monk,“ said to be the largest and most 
valuable St. Bernard dog in this country, 
died Sunday morning of hemorrhage of the 
lungs. He was owned by D. P. Foster, of 
No. 29 Soutb Fifth avenue. 1 brought 
Monk, said Mr. Foster yesterday, from 
the monastery of St. Gothard, in Switzerland, 
last August. He cos: me eo, put I have 
refused +800 for him, and valued him at 
$1,000. e was with me night and day 
while lowned bim. He weighed about 170 
pounds, stood thirty-four inches from the 
shoulder tothe ground,and measured six 
fect nine inches from his nose to the tip of 
his tail. He was two vears old, of atawny 
lion celor, with large, lustrous, Kindly haz el 
eyes, a heavy, drooping jaw and huge, over- 
lapping upper lips. His frame was massive 
and his face beamed with intelligence. 
When be reared upon his hind feet he looked 
enormous and fierce, yet he had such a cen- 


tle, kindly nature that children delighted to 
Every day | 


ro with him and he with them. 
took him out in Washington Square for his 
alripg, and he was a great favorite with the 
nurses and children, and would poke his noxe 
into every baby carriage that came near. He 
was a pure, rough-coated St. Bernard. His 
father and mother are yet employed by the 
monks 1 St. Gothard in hunting the 
mountain passes in search of unfor- 
tunatetravelers. Thev are named Jung Frau 
end Monk. and they distinguished them- 

selves in 1871 by saving the lives of several of 
a large party of monks, guides and travelers 
who were buried in anavalanche. The breed 
has been kept distinct by distribution among 
the gentry in the surrounding villages, so 

that wocnever an avalanche buried ao unusu- 

al number the stock has been replenished. 

There are rouch and smooth-coated St. 
Bernards, similar jn all charact2ristics except 
the hair. The prevailing colors are tawry 
and brindle. Dogs that are marked with a 
v bite line about the neck and up the face are 
prized most, as the marks resemble the badge 
of the monks’ order. Although Monk was 
only a year and a half old, he has been en- 
gaged in the work of saving travelers, and 
knew many mountain paths. He was a dog 
of exemplary bebavior.“

Some Interesting Deductions Touch- 
ing Our System of Judiciary. 
St. Louis, December 23, 1880. 
Te the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

In your issue of the 14th ‘*Lex’’ favors tne 
abolition of the Court of Appeals and urges 
the following reasons therefor: 1. Because 
40 per cent (120) of the cases appealed from 
the Court of Appeals have been reversed by 
the Supreme Court; 1,500 cases have been de- 
cided by the Court of Appeals, and not ap- 
pealed tothe Supreme Court, of which the 
Supreme Court would have reversed 40 per 
cent, amounting to 600 eases, if they had been 
appealed; ergo in four years the Court of Ap- 
peals bas decided 720 cases erroneously, which, 
averaging $1,000 to the ease, amounts to $720,- 
000 wrongfuwily transfered from the pocket of 
one man to another. 2. The Court of Appeals 
exeites rather than quiets litigation. 3. The 
same amount of labor that has been performed 
bythe Court of Appeals could have been 
equally as quickly and well performed by add- 
ing three judgestothe Supreme Court. 4, 
Intermediate appellate courts will be more 
expensive than an increase in the number of 
Supreme Judges. 

Permit me to take issue op all of these pro- 
posit‘ons. The Supreme Court of the United 
States, ia four years, reversed 45 per cent of 
the cases appealed to it from the Suprem:2 
Court of Missouri. The Supreme Court of 
Missouri, in that time, decided about 1,200 
eases that were not appealed. Does it Zol- 
low that the Supreme Court of Missouri was 
wiong in 45 per cent of the 1,200 eases that 
were not appealed: Estimating that 45 per 
cent of these 1,200 eases involved $ 1,000 each, 


does it follow that the effect of these decis- 
ions was to take $400,000 from the pockets of 
one side and put it in those of the other? 
But the cases appealed from the Supreme 
Court of Missouri to the Supreme Court of 
the United States involved, on an average, 
tep times as much as those appealed from the 
Court of Appeals to the Supreme Court, so 
if this argument against tue Court of Ap- 


peals proves anything, itis that it has dam- 
aged litigants forty per cent, while, as we 


have seen, the Supreme Court has damaged 
them (according to this logic) forty- 
per cent. Or, eomputed ae- 
cor ding to this ratio of percentage and 
amount involved, the Court of Appeals 
has damaged the litigants $720,000 and the 
Supreme Court $4,500,000 in four years. No- 
body will believe that our Supreme Court has 
done so much damage, and I apprehend 
that it would be equally difficult to convince 
uny man that the Court of Appeals has. 

It is admitted that the theorv of the law is 
that the decisions of the higbest court are 
correct: but suppose we had sowe tribunal 
higher that the Supreme Court of the United 
States, might it not appear then that “vhilst 
the Court of Appeals was wrong in forty per 
eent and the Supreme Court of Missouri in 
forty-five per cent, the Supreme Court of the 
United States was wrong in fifty per cent? 
An examination shows that the Circuit Court 
is reversed by the Court of yee in thirty- 
four per cent, the Court of Appeals by the 
Supreme Court of Missouri in forty per cent, 
and the Supreme Court of Missouri by the 
Supreme Court of the United States in fortv- 
five per cent, but does this prove that the de- 
cisions of the Circuit Court are six per cent 


' nearer right than those of the Court of Ap- 


peals, and the decisions of the Court of Ap- 
peals five pee cent nearer right than those of 
the Supreme Court’ If so, we had better let 
decisions of the Circuit Court be final. 
If so, the higher we go the greater the per- 
centage of error becomes, and if we had 
eleven courts higher than theSupreme Court 
of the United States, on the same ratio of per- 
centage,the last one would decide that 100 
per cent of all the decisions of the lower 
court were wrong: Applying the logic em- 
ployed by Lex“ to these conditions, 
every cent now paid bvlitigantsis ‘*wrong- 
fully taken from the pockets of one party to 
the suits and placed inthe pockets of the oth- 
er parties to the litigation.’’ 

II. It is contended that because the Court 
of Appeals is reversed forty per ceut it ex- 
cites parties totake appeals, and therefore 
the Court of Appeals has not relieved the 
Supreme Court: and if every case could go 
to the Supreme Courtthere would be a de- 
creasein the numberof appeals takea, be- 
cause the court of last resort would have 
already decided tbe points isvolyed in 
them. 

Why was not this bappy state experienced 
before the Court of Appeals was established’ 
Why wss it that the Supreme Court fell so far 
bebind its docket when these conditions ex- 
sted’ What insane notion prompted the 
organization of the Court of Appeals, if they 
had whatitis now claimed would be accom- 
plished by abolishing the Court of Kpoeals? 
If any one will take tne trouble to examine 
be wi}l und that there have been no more 
cases appealed since the Court of Appeals 
Was eStablished than there were before. Of 
the number decided by the Court of Avpeals 
only about three-seventeenths have been ap- 
pealedtothe Supreme Court. Now, what 
difference does it make to the other fourteen- 
seventeentbs how oftenthe Supreme Court 
reverses the Court of Appeals? What in- 
centive will it be ro them to 
appeal? 11 the Court of Appeals 
har jinal jurisdiction in their cases. and has 
decided & sinilar case, what additional in- 
ducement will there be to them to appeal, 


was no Court of Apveals and their cases were 
appealable to the Supreme Court and the

ADULTERATION. 

How Our Food Is Trified With by 
Swindling Dealers. 


From the New York Sun. 


There has been so much loose talk about 
the adulterations of food, that it is important 
to find out what are the exact facts regard - 
ing them. If the general statements of some 
of the alarmists who have written on the 
subject have a eorrect bagis of fact on which 
torest, food aduiteration is practiced to so 
great an extent and is of such a character 
that what we eat and drink is always liable 
to conts in poison. 

The National Board of Trade has lately 
awarded prizes for essays on the adulteration 
of food and drink, and for draughts of laws 
for its prevention. The‘essay of Mr. G. W. 
Wigner, of London, received the first prize 
and it is certainly a very clear, practical an 
exhaustive discussion of the subject. From 
that essay, and also from the essays which 
took the second and third prizes offered, we 
will make up a summary of the facts. 

The publie will be relieved when they hear 
thatthereis no satisfactory evidence pre- 
sented to show that dangerous adulterations 
are at all cemmon ameng us. There is plenty 
of aduiteration, beyond a question; but itis 
almost unſversally of a sort rather to defraud 
the purchaser than to injure the health and 
imperil the life of the consumer. The article 
sold is not wholly what it is represented to 
be, but the substances introduced into it, or 
mixed with it to ebeapen its manufacture or 
to give more attractiveness to its appearance, 
are usually innoxious. 

When the London Lancet, twenty years 
ago, undertook athorough analysis of food 
and drugs to detect adulteration, it found 
that about sixty-five per cent of the samples 
examined were sophisticated. Some of them, 
as, for instance, the mixture of flour with 
mustard, were altogether har mless, and, in- 
deed, demanded by the taste of the publie: 
and the most serious of the others have since 
that day fallen into disuse. Tea was then 
almost universally adulterated; the practice 
hasentirely ceased since that time. Alum 
was commonly found in bread; now itis very 
seldom used in bread-making. Pickles were 
invariably contaminated with copper; now 
that adulteration is very rare. 

The watering of milk, of course, goes on 
still; but both here and in England effective 
measures for lessening the extent of the 
fraud have been introduced. Imitation but- 
ter is sold in great quantities, but oleo- 
margarine is not injurious to health, and 


asthe laws are concerned, is to compel its

Wines and spirits showea large proportion 
of adulteration, but generally this has been 
simply dilution with water. A good wine is 
watered, an inferior is mixed with a supe- 
rior quality, and then toned to the color and 
flavor of the best by the addition of foreign 
substances,such as burnt sugar and tannin. 
Molasses, water and salt are put in porter 
and stout; g)veerine is mixed with beer, and 
various substances are added to liquors and 
wines; but they are almost invariably of a 
sort to justify the conclusion reached in 
1872 by a committee of the English House of 
Commons that, “in the matter of adultera- 
tion, the public were cheated rather than

In the mater of drugs, however, the adul- 
terations are more alarming. As we have 
before pointed out, it is of prime importance 
that tbe physician should be able to rely 
upon a drug not only as pure, but also as of 
standard strengtb. Any deviation in 
strergtb, quality or purity from the standard 
set down in the pharmacopeeia, which seri: + 
ously affects the medicinal or curative effects 
of the drug, is rn nh fe and should be 

able.

Billions and Billions of Rallroad 
Tickets—Where and How They Are 
Printed—How Stealing is Guarded 
Against and Detected. 

From the Boston Herald. 

How many railroad tickets of all kinds are 
there printed and used ia this country in the 
course of a year? The answer to this ques- 
tion, if it was possible to give a correet and 
definite one, would probably greatly exceed 
the most extravagant estimate that the aver- 
age observer or calculator could make. The 
quantity, though possibly less than the sandy 
grains of the desert or the drops of water ia 
the ocean, is nevertheless so vast as to almost 
challenge belief. Nothing short of a reckon- 
ing in hundreds of millions, and even 
billions, will answer in 12 — of the 
annual product of railroad tickets in the 
United States. There are few industries of 
such magnitude of which so little is known as 
the manufacture of these insignificant-look- 
ing pasteboards which you pay so roundly for 
before taking a ride in arailroad train or on 
asteamboat. In point of extent the business 
is not much below that of the printing of the 
currency of the realm or the production of 
the various stamps of the General Govern- 
ment, and equal care and Vigilance are neces- 
sarvin an establishment where £5 and $10 
bills are turned out and where millions of 
dollars’ worth of railroad tickets are printed 
every day. Both demand the employment of 
men of wide experience in their ealling, and 
of the very highest standards of intellect and 
integrity, and, above all these, 

THE UTMOST VIGILANCE 
is required to guard against a possible temp- 
tation to appropriate for animproper — — 
even a single one of the many millions of 
tickets which are handled by the various em- 
ployes.

Chicago firm became heir tothe immense pa- | 
tronage of many ofthe Western roads. But 
the business was too growing and promising 
to be long confined to a single section, and, 
through the genius and perseverance of

nearly one-half ofthe railroad ticket busi- | 
ness of the country has been secured to Bos- 
ton. The gentleman most instrumentai in 
bringing this about encountered obstacles in 
carrying out his scheme which were siifli- | 
cient to discourage any ordinary man.

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There is also a kind of adulteration of food 
and drink which is fortunately uncommon, 
perbaps, but which isso dangerous when it 
does occur. that legislation must provide 
beavy penalties for its suppression. The 
use of cocculus indicus in beer, the contamin- 
ation of tinned goods with lead or otber poi- 
sonous metals, and poisevous coloring of 
confectionery, are examples of such 
adulteration. Andinthe case of drugs we 
have children’s powders orsleeping draughts 
containing poisonous doses of opium or other 
narcotics. 

We must, therefore, treat adulteration, 


deleterious to health, makingthe penalty in 
the second case, of course, much heavier than 
in the rst.

The Growth of Berlin. 
Froin the New York Sun. 

The increase of the population of the city 
of Berlin is altogetber u nparalleled in the his- 
tory of capitals. In 1860 its population was 
528,000, while according to the census taken 
the other day, ii now contains 1,118,630, an 
increase of more than twofold in twenty 
vears. There are towns, indeed, which ina 
similar time have sprung from ten inhabit- 
ants to a hundred thousand, but not one 
wich has grown from half a million to a mil- 
lion. This increase in the size of Berlin is 
the more singular inasmuch as Berlin possess- 
es no natural advantages whatever. It is not 
a port, or a great center of trade. ora great 
manufacturing city. It lies in a 
flat, ugly country, and its riv- 
er 18 only a stream of the 
third class. Berlin owes its increase to the 
immense, though temporary, prosperity in- 
duced by a plethora of money after the wave 
of conquest on the crest of which the Germans 
swept through France. People flocked there 
from the provinces after the war, because 
they believed—as people in rural districis 
once believed ef London—that the streets 
were almost paved with gold. For a time all 
went well: speculation of every kind was 
rampant; building operations afforded em - 
ployment to immense hosts of laborers: fac- 
tories sprang up, and immigrants flocked in.

PRINTING AND COBNTING. 

As before intimated, the presses and ma- 
chinery required are very complicated and 
expensive. Ordinary printing paraphernalia 
will not answer; for, besides printing the 
usual face of the ticket, ~~ one has to be 
numbered and counted. his is all done 
automatically by a single impression, and 
common local tickets are thus turned out at 
arate of not lesstnan 25,000 per hour, and 
coupon tickets at a speed of about 3,600 per 
hour. In the Boston establishment are thirteen 
presses of this capacity in constant operation. 
A special section of the building is fitted up for 
this branch of business, and none but those 
employed in this department are allowed to 
enter. Twenty-five hands are employed, 
among whom are half a dozen girls. The 
local tickets, after they have come from the 
press,are again counted by an ingeniously 
contrived machine, which never makes a mis-

He was carefully educated 
as anative mobleman; he learned English and 
had associations with the British army and 
civil officers. The Government of Calcutta 
having decided that it could not recognize the 
right of adopted persons to pensions or in- 
demnities, the continuance of Nana’s pen- 
sion of 8 lacs of rupees, previously paid to 
Bajee Rao, was then withheld. This, in con- 
nection with various slights from young Eng- 
lishmen, is supposed to have angered him 
greatly. He was still permitted to retain 
some of the state belonging to his rank, 
Keeping a retinue of 200 soldiers, with 
three field pieces, and a fortified residence 
near Crwnpore. When the mutiny of 1857 
had broken out there, he offered to aid the 
English in its suppression, but suddenly put 
himself at the head of the rebels, as they 
were called. The British troops were in- 
duced to surrender to Nana on his promise, 
as it is alleged, that they should be safely 
sent down the Ganges.

The Sepoys were ordered to 
shoot the men but to spare the women and 
children, who, after their husbands and fath- 
ers had been killed, were removed 
to a house at Cawnpore. After Sir 
Henry Havelock had marched to their 
assistance from Allahabad, and defeated the 
enemy in two engagements, Nana, driven to 
desperation, ordered that all women and 
children should be slain, and the varbarous 
order was most faithfully executed. A long 
struggle ensued, in which the Hindu chief 
was generally worsted, though he exhibited 
extraordinary resolution, intrepidity, and 
command of resources. He was finallv driven 
beyond the British frontier into Nepaul, and 
after that all definite trace of him was lost. 
The Hindus, many of them at least, have 
faith that he will ;et retnrn and enable them 
to throw cff the yoke under which they have 
so long but secretly groaned. His name is 
still a name of terror in Hindustan, and the 
story is told of bim, which has been so often 
told of other leaders, that the English women 
kusb their crying babes to slumber by whis- 
pering **Nana Sahib.“
